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Ather Henry Garner, being at that time Superiour-provincial of the Je- 
ſuits in England , was in a Publick Court of Judicature held by ma- 
ny Peers of the Realm , and thoſe Privy Counſellonrs to our Serene 
King (many thouſands of men , and among them many Roman Ca- 

tholicks being preſent) arraigned and condemned, and afterward executed for 
being a contriver of , or conſenter to, 0r at leaſt privy to that moſt horrible 
Powder-Treaſon. 

There were many yu offer'd to the twelve Jury-men (who by the Eng- 
liſh Cuſtom are to paſs their VerdiQ, whether the Priſoner at the Bar be guil- 
ty or not of the Crimes whereof heis accuſed, before the Judge may pals his 
Sentence) by the King's Council and other Lord's appointed by the King, 
who fate upon the Bench, which did prove the faidFather Garner guilty 
of contriving, or conſenting to , or at leaſt being privy to the aforementio- 
ned Treaſon. 

And becauſe it would be too tedious to reckon up in particular all thoſe 
proofs which were taken'and objeQted againſt him,both out of letters writtet 
with his own hand, and produced by the King's Council, arid alſo out of his 
own free Confeſſion, which he had before his Trial made utito the Lord's Delt- 
gates whoexamin'd hitn, and fign'd with his own hand ; (for , whith is very 
conſiderable, he was not compelled to diſcover the truth by putting him to an 
kind of rorture , which yet is uſual inall othef Nations, _— only took 
thoſe rhings in writing, which he of his own accord would eonfels) An lp 
ty, our of the Teſtimonies of the Confpitators themſelves (and Mrs. {ve 
Pax, one very intimateatid familiar with hit all which are apparently tg 
beſten portly in the Pablick Records , firte&printed by Aathority, and partly 
in the Anfwer of the Biſhop, then of Chichefter, now of Zly to Matthew Zor- 
rus, Who doth examine the- matter oy acouraoy : Therefore I hall

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content my ſelf to relate only ſome few things of many, which I have heard 
confirmed to me by Roman Catholicks, who weve preſent at his Trial, which 
he either was publickly convicted of, or confeſſed himſclf in open Court. 
And which may be abundantly ſufficient , for your Holineſs to make a clear 
Judgment from them, whether Father Garxer be to be accounted a true Mar- 
tyr of Chriſt, and to have ſuffered for righteouſneſs ſake,or elle a very Tray- 
tour, and to have ſuffered for his dwn demerits ; or elſe, being neither Martyr 
nor Traytor, he were condemned of that Powder Conſpiracy unjuſtly only, 
and without ſufficient Evidence. Firſt of all therefore there were very ma- 
ny proofs offered to the Jury, which did ſeem to prove evidently, that Father 
Garnet was privy to the ſaid Conſpiracy , and therefore himſclt did in open 
Court before all preſent confeſs, 

1. That he had had ſome notice of the Plot in the general, even out of 
Confeſſion, from Catesby, who was the principal Conſpirator ; when he came 
to Father Yak. to-ask his advice, whether it were lawful in any caſe to de- 
ſtroy the innocent together with the guilty ; which ({aid Father Garzer) at 
firſt I thoughto be but an idle queition, though indeed afterwards. I did ſuf- 
pe& that he had ſome ill deſign in his mind ; and yet torhis queſtion he gave 
his Reſolution, v/z. That without doubta man might lawtully deſtroy the in- 
nocent together with the noceat, if the doing of it might produce ſo much 
good as might countervail the death of ſome innocent perſons. 

2. He confeſſed alſo that he could have known the whole Plot in particu- 
lars from Catesby, who would have made ro him a particular Narrative of his 
Deſign; whick yet Gara*t wauld not liſten unto. ' But Father Garzet affirmed 
that he .did deſire Cztesby. once. and again to acquaint the Pope with his un- 
dertaking. - To. which , Eazegby, returned this Anſwer , that he would not 
learnthe. Pope's mind of him, which himſclt did not at all doubt of. 

3. He confeſt that he had heard the whole Conlp;: acy in Particulars from 
the Jeſuir Father C/4/d Zreſmord, alias Greenwel, whom he ſtriftly injoyned, 
(ſaid Father Garzer) both to deſiſt from the Enterprize himſclt, and to uſe his 
utmoſt endeavour that the reſt of the Confpirators ſhould proceed no further. 
- But to-this his Anſwer the King's Attourney thus replied ; that this Con- 
feſſion was,not true, but feigned and ſhifting, and only palliated under the 
pretext of Confeiion, ſeeing that about this Contefſion Father Garret had no- 
noriouſly ſhuffled before the Lords Delegates : For being commanded to an: 
ſwer ſerioully. whether or no he had really in Confeſſion heard the whole mar- 
terin Particulars ; / a»ſver (faith Father Garnet ) that as we were walking, Trel- 
mondalias Greenwel declared the whole matter under the greateſt &eal ;; which 
I underſtood of. the geal of. Confeſſion , though he perhaps might mean ſome 
other leſs geat ; neither canT aKirm it for certain that he did intend to de- 
clare what hedid in way of; Confeſſion. | Z 
. Thea the Earl of, Sa/z5barp ſaijd., that there was no credit to be given to his 
bare Affinmation or Negation , {eing that Father Garzer had formerly before 
the.Lords Delegates, been, convicted of manifeſt perjury to his own great 
bluſhing and; confuſion. '.For when after his ſecret diſcourſe with O/dcora the 
Jeſurt (a/ias. Hall) (which yet was over-heard by ſome) he was asked by the 
Lords Delegates,and defiredto anſwer without Equivocation, whether or no he 
had hagdrapy, conference with Father O/dcorz in the Priſon ; Father Garzet did 
peremptonily deny it upon hjs Salvation , which he repeated with ſuch horrid 
Imprecations.(aid the Earl) thathe ſeemed to wound the ears of _ = 
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heard him. And yet {6 ſoon as Father 0/d:or2 confeſt that he lhad'd i{courked 
with him, Father Garret bluthed, as: pardon of the Lords/Delegates, rand 
confeſſed himſelf to have fined, unicis tquivocation could relieve him: «And 
afterward the ſame Earl asked Either Garzer that he would produce: br ſo 
muchas one Argument beſides his;own ſimple Negatian, . whick:inight per-.

- Catesby , (and might alſo have heard it in particular but refuſed ). yet.did nor 
reveal it.” For he that conceals what he'ought to diſcover , is faid.to:;conſent 
toit; and he which doth nothinder what he might, and oughttorhinder; by 
revealing it, it is manifeſt that he is conſenting to'it.'

For , the Zlever Tribes of' /ſrael (and thoſe) gathered togetherat Gad?s:com- 
mand, did twice joyn battle with'their Brechren of; the Zxibe of:Benjumin, yer 
both times they loſt the day. And Saint Zewis Kingof; France trailed a vaſt 
Army, and went to the Holy War againſt the Sarazens, though he had 2 good 
Cauſe, yet was he conquered, and his-Army touted. -- The Chrrfians, alſo that 
fo ſtoutly defended &hodes againſt the Affaults of: the Zurks , yer were they 
conſtrained to reſign the City ro the Enemy, ol i 
For, all. theſe things do ſeem to makeit ſufficiently manifeft , that Father 
Garnet cid not truly and really deteſt that-Confpiracy,: nor cordjally command 
Father 7e/-ozd and Father Gerard to deſiſt front ;; ifince it:isnotlikely ,” ug- 
leſs they had wel! underſtood that Father Gayzerdid conſent tothag Conſpi-

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Far, by theſe Letters was Catesby confirmed in his wickedneſs, thus arguing 
from them. Thoſe who might then be kept out, may now be caſt out again. 
It is as lawttl now to hinder the King from enjoying, as it was then to hinder 
him from entering ; but then Clement would have us Catholicks to have hin- 
dred his obtaining , and therefore now it ſhall be my care to look to this 
matter. --:” | 

Secondly , The ſecond was Father Garnet's Anſwer to the Queſtion of C4- 
texby, concerning the ſlaughter of the Innocent together with the Noecent. 
mw theſe two did Catesby ground himſelf, and build all his Intentions upon 

The Third, was the perſiſtence of Father 7eſmond and Father O!drorn in

Out of theſe and many other Arguments (which for brevity ſake I menti- 
an not) it ſeems to be plain, that the Jury , and the Lord Chief Juſtice (tg 
whom ti belongs to pronounce Sentence of Life or Death) might deſervedly 
think, that Father Garxet having had notice of the Treaſon (and that out of 
Confeſſion) and yet not revealed it , and ſeeing it was his own fault that he 
bad not particular notice of it, that ſo he might have revealed it, and ſince that 
to make it appear that he had particular notice of it, in Confefon only, there 
15 nothing but his own ſimple Aſſertion {to which in this matter credit ought 
not to be given ; eſpecially ſeeing he was before convifted of perjury) was, 
if not a Coanſellor of and Conſenter to , yet at leaſt privy to that Treaſon 
which he did not reveal ; and therefore according to the Ancient Laws of 
Fnelend, Gailey of High:Treaſon. oy 5 

Wherefore, all the Argumentsand Proofsof what had been faid and done, 

with Father Garnet's Anſwers, being heard and referred unto the Ju- 
wn VerdiQ, who brought him mGuilty of the Charge laid againſt him; The 
Lord Chief Fuftice pronobaced this Sentence againſt him, that he ſbould be 
drawn, hanged and quartered.
